engineering student types, and 
they aren’t.

chemical engineering graduate 
from Sylacauga. 

The 21-year-old said that 
when he entered engineering in 
the fall of 1974 he “didn’t even 
know what an engineer was.” A 
summer of co-oping with the 
Alabama Air Pollution Control 
Commission showed him that 
chemical engineering was the 
right curriculum for him, 
though. While co-oping, he 
designed a standardized pollu- 
tion emissions calculation 


_ procedure that is now used by 


the Alabama Commission. 


Thinks Engineers 
Good Politicians 


One of his most memorable 
experiences at Auburn, David 
said, was his race for SGA 
engineering senator. 

“While most candidates used 
more than the campaign fund 
limit of $75, Iran my entire cam- 
paign on 43 cents, which I spent 
on straight pins for name tags,” 
he said. 

David didn’t win, though he 


ran a close third. “I did it to 


prove that basing a campaign 
on big money opens the way for 
illegal subsidies,” he explained. 

He said his training made him 
more aware of waste and inef- 
ficiency in politics. 

“In my opinion, engineers 
the best 
politicians,” he said. “They are 
trained to solve problems ef. 
ficiently, and that’s what 
government is all about.” 

At Auburn, David was a 
member of Phi Kappa Phi 
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national honorary, as well as 
several engineering 
organizations. He assisted Dr. 
Ray Tarrer of chemical 
engineering in a research pro- 
ject to convert sawdust into 
animal feed. David believes this 
experience gave him a clearer 
understanding of a researcher’s 
role and will help him later 
when he hopes to get involved 
with environmental engineer- 
ing. 

The son of Mr. and Mrs. Miles 
L. Motes of Sylacauga, David 
will join Exxon as production 
engineer in the Gas Processing 
Section at Pensacola this Fall.

Cindy Hess, an electrical 
engineering graduate from 
Huntsville, is the first woman 
president of Eta Kappa Nu, the 
electrical engineering honorary 
at Auburn, and the first person 
elected to two consecutive terms 
as head of the group. She wants 
to use her engineering training 
to eventually get into company 
management. 

“T'd like to get high enough in 
the company to have the 
authority to make that company 
the best it could be,”’ she said.

“I think it’s advantageous for 
a woman engineer to get into 
management because of family 
life. When I have children, I’ll 
drop out of work for two or three 
years at a time. And technology 
won't stop for Cindy to have a 
baby. When I get back to an 
engineering job, things will 
have changed so much I’d never 
catch up. Management doesn’t 
change that fast,” she said. 


Pre-College 
Counselor 


_ At Auburn Cindy was chosen 
as one of 42 pre-college 
counselors who help orient in- 
coming freshmen to college life 
during the summer. She enjoyed 
the opportunity to introduce 
them to all phases of the uni- 


versity, from “housing and 
parking to the social scene and 


student health.” Like David, 


Cindy financed her own college 
education. 
She assisted Dr. Troy Nagle in 


_ the EE Department with a com- 


puter project in which informa- 
tion generated from a cotton gin 
by a micro-processor was stored 
on cassette tapes for later 
research to improve cotton 
processing. She feels this ex- 
perience will be invaluable 
when she joins Chrysler Cor- 
poration this fall. 

“At Chrysler I’ll be in the elec- 
tronics division in Huntsville, 
working with research to 
replace conventional car- 
buretors with micro-processors 
to make cars more fuel ef- 
ficient,” she explained. 

Cindy had to choose from 
eight job offers; one company 
even wanted to send her to 
graduate school if she’d join 
them.

The Woes of Crabgrass Farming

Mr. John Kelly, of the Loachapoka Kellys, is a 
man a body can talk to. He understands and ap- 
preciates the important things. For example, 
when I chanced to stop in at the hardward store 
the other day, he was concerned about the condi- 
tion of my steel beam breaking plow; was it in 
good condition for the work at hand? 

I told him that, yeah, everything seemed to be 
all right, that I had just fitted a nice new blue case 
iron point in place and scratched up the slats a lit- 
tle so the rust would be cut through quicker and 
that nice, smooth scouting action could take 
place as the plow sliced through the mellow 
spring earth. 

We discussed an ad I had recently seen in a 
Sears catalog (1902) about a breaking plow. In 
the illustration, it looked like a fine specimen of a 
plow, the copy explained that it was as good a 
plow as you’d find anywhere, and told about how 
sturdily it was put together and how good the 
materials in it were, and everything. 

That plow was available, the copy said, with 
moldboards of different types. For certain soils, 
you could get a longer, straighter moldboard. For 
other types, a shorter, more curved moldboard 
was available. There was one for any situation. 

We agreed that there is no prettier, more 
satisfying work than breaking good soil with a 
good plow behind a good pair of mules, you know, 
when there’s just enough moisture in the soil to 
make one side of each soft clod slick as glass. We 
noted, however, that if there is a tad too much 
moisture, particularly if you’re working in clay, 
those clods can harden into formidable rock-like

Sixty Years Ago: America was at war and the mood at 
Auburn “sober and earnest” as the senior class elected of- 
ficers, among them a class orator, O. L. Martin; a class 


poetess, Laura Watt; andaclass 
cheer leader, W. C. McKay. But 
those students who had left 
Auburn to fight the Great War 
had already become, in a sense, 
their own orators, poets, and 


cheerleaders. While Auburn’s. 


R.O.T.C. cadets were studying 
“Hygiene and Camp Sanita- 
tion” and searching the attic of 
the main building for Spanish- 
American War-vintage rifles in 
order to have enough weapons 
for drills, their former 
classmates were barrelling 
through the French coun- 
tryside, hauling ammunition 
past shelled cathedrals, or 
marching through London, 
cheered by the people and 
saluted by the king. And they 
were writing home about it. 


Allen Williamson ’18 wrote 
that he had driven, in shifts 
with another soldier, “all [the 
first] night, the next day, the 
next night, and until eleven 
o’clock of the following day 
without stopping,” running at 
night without lights. But, he 
said, “You get used to the dark. 
In fact, we are all becoming very 
much like cats, since most of our 
work, especially transporting 
munition, is done at night. In 
day time the ‘Boches’ can shell 
us too easily.” 


W. R. Dillard ’17, a sergeant, 
“would not take anything in the 
world for what I have been 
through with and seen so far.... 
One of the many things that we 
have done is to pull off a parade 
in the city of London.

We 
passed by Buckingham Palace 
and in front of the palace were 
reviewed by the King and 
Queen. The King saluted the 
flag, the first time such a thing 
has happened. Then we march- 


ed in St. James Park, and were 
given a wonderful lunch. The 


people treated us royally. — 


Anything they could do for a 
“Sammy,” as they called us, 
they did. I have never in my life 
seen such a crowd. The streets 
and buildings were packed.”

Better Estate Planning— 


Saving Time & Money On Your Will 


In this third of a series of articles about estate planning, 
Dr. Julian Holmes ’62 talks about the importance of wills and 
the preplanning you should do before you get legal 


- assistance in drawing up your 


will so that you will save your 
lawyer’s time and thus your 
money. 

ALUMNEWS: Dr. Holmes, 
would you define again for us 
what a will is and its place in es- 
tate planning? 

DR. HOLMES: A will is simp- 
ly a written legal instrument— 
an expression of a person’s 
wishes—as to the distribution of 
his property. Let me emphasize 
again thatthe willis the heart of 
the estate plan because no one 
knows better than you the per- 
sonal and economic situation 
and needs of your family and es- 
tate. 


ALUMNEWS: What kinds of. 


wills are there? . 


Three Kinds of Wills, 
But only one 
Advisable 


DR. HOLMES: There are 
three general types of wills— 1. 
a written, witnessed will which 
is One in writing with its authen- 
ticity vouched for by witnesses; 
2. a holographic will, which is 
wholly written, dated, and sign- 
ed by the person and its authen- 
ticity is generally vouched for 
by the handwriting of the per- 
son. 3. a nuncupative will, 
which is an oral declaration of 
the individual about the dis- 
tribution of his property and 
usually dependent on oral 
testimony from other people. 

ALUMNEWS: Is one of these 
wills as good as another? 

DR. HOLMES: No. The only 
type recommended for estate 
planning is the written, witness- 
ed will drawn by an attorney. 
Too much is at stake with 
respect to your family and your 
estate to not legally insure that 
your wishes be carried out. Any 
other approach might result in 
having the will declared invalid 
because of legal technicalities. 

ALUMNEWS: Is there any 
way of getting around drawing 
up a will and still assuring 
yourself that your property will 
go where you want it to? 

DR. HOLMES: There are 
other ways of transferring your 
property but they don’t always 
eliminate the need for a will. 
Many people, however, mis- 
takenly think so. For instance, 
people think that when they 
hold title to jointly-owned 


_ property or have invested in life 


insurance, that this takes the 
place of a will. In case of joint 
ownership of property with 
right of supervivorship, it is true 
that the survivor will take all 
the property without legal 
proceedings. But there’s always 
the possibility of simultaneous 
death such as in an automobile 
accident. If this happens, by 
Alabama law, each is presumed 
to have survived the other and 
the property is divided in half 
and then disposed of according 
to the laws of inheritance which 
we discussed in the September 
issue. A will could have provid- 
ed for such a possibility and 
have provided for the property 
as the people wished. And 
again, there is always some 
property which is not held joint- 
ly, additional real property or 


personal property and _ that 
property is distributed under 
state laws of inheritance. 
ALUMNEWS: What about 
life insurance? Isn’t that paid to 
the beneficiary, regardless? 


Life Insurance 
No Substitute 
for Will 


DR. HOLMES: Yes. But 
again, life insurance is no sub- 
stitute for a will. It is simply one 
kind of property. Life insurance 
proceeds can be made payable to 


_@ person and consequently not 


pass through the will, or it can 
be made payable to the estate 
and then the will will govern its 
distribution—or state law in 
case of there being no will. 
Certain types of property pass 
through the will and certain 
types do not. Itisimportant that 


a person evaluate all property ' 


when he is preparing a will 
because some kinds of property 
will not pass through the will. 

ALUMNEWS: Will you ex- 
plain what you mean by passing 
through the will, and what sorts 
of property you mean here? 


Contract Can 
Supersede Will 


DR. HOLMES: O.K. Some 
property is not subject to dis- 
position by a will, that is it does 
not pass through the will. Such 
contractual agreements as joint 
ownership with right of super- 
vivorship, discussed above, is 
one example where property 
passes outside the will. Let me 
explain. Where property is own- 
ed by two or more persons in this 
manner, upon the death of one, 
the interest in the property is 
passed to the other joint tenant 
or tenants. In other words, the 
deed supersedes the will. As a 


result, joint tenants do not have’ 


an interest which can be dispos- 
ed of by a will. If two brothers 
are joint owners with rights of 
survivorship, the surviving 
brother takes full ownership. 
The dead brother’s share would 
not go to his wife and children 
but to his brother. Other such 
contractual agreements are 
those such as life insurance 
when the proceeds go directly to 
a beneficiary and pass outside 
the will. 

A good many people hold 
property in which they are life 
tenants. That is, they do not 
own the property, but havea life 
interest. These people cannot 
make a will disposing of the 
property which they hold in a 
life estate. A common example 
is when a husband conveys his 
land to his wife for her life, but 
upon her death the property 
passes directly to the children. 
The wife could not dispose of the 
property through her will. 

ALUMNEWS: Can anybody 
make a will? 

DR. HOLMES: There is no 
natural or common law right to 
make a will—but it is establish- 
ed by state law which varies of 
course from state to state. The 
many alumni who live outside 


Alabama will want to refer to 
their own state laws; however, 
there is a minimum (but no max- 
imum) age limit of 19 years on 
the person who can make a will. 
A person must be of sound mind 
when the will is drawn. That 
means that the person must 
recognize that he is making a 
will and understand what he is 
doing and the effect it will have. 
He must realize the nature of his 


property and recognize the 


natural objects of his bounty— 


that is his wife and children, etc. 


Let me emphasize that women 
can draw up wills. I have been 
surprised at how many times at 
meetings when I’ve been talking 
about wills that women have 
asked if they can make a will. 
Women have all rights that men 
have in making wills. 


Man Cannot Leave 


Wife Out of Estate 
§ 


DR. HOLMES: In general you 
have a great deal of freedom in 
how you can dispose of your 
property in your will, but there 
are some restrictions. The most 
significant is with respect to the 
marital rights of the surviving 
spouse—the dower rights for the 
woman and the curtesy rights 
for the men. In Alabama, for ex- 
ample, a man cannot leave his 
wife out of his estate. She has a 
legal interest or dower right in 
her husband’s real property. 
Curtesy of the husband in his 
wife’s real property, however, 
has been abolished in Alabama. 

Another restriction with 
regard to the distribution of 
property is that it must be con- 
sistent with public policy. That 
is, you are not permitted to do 
after death what youcouldn’t do 
while alive. For example, you 
can’t set up your will to promote 
illegal or immoral acts. Neither 
can you make a bequest to a 
named beneficiary conditional 
on the fact that he or she remain 
unmarried or obtain a divorce. 

In some states there are laws 
restricting the amount of 
property that can go to 
charitable institutions, but not 
in Alabama. There are absolute- 
ly no restrictions from a federal 
estate and gift tax standpoint. A 
person has complete freedom to 
make gifts to religious and 
charitable institutions. 

ALUMNEWS: How do you go 
about drawing up a _ will? 

DR. HOLMES: Drawing up a 
will is extremely personal and 
only you can decide what you 
want to do with your property. 
Basically there are four impor- 
tant steps you need to take in 
drawing up a will. 


Steps in Drawing 
Up Will 


First, you need to decide what 
you want to do with your will. 
What are your objectives for 
making it? What do you want to 
happen to your property after 
your death? 

The second step, which can be 
one of your most important 
decisions, is to select someone to 
settle your affairs and ad- 


minister your estate. This 
person—an executor or an 
executrix—is extremely impor- 
tant. He or she must function 


under the restraints of the law 


and the will. In selecting an ex- 
ecutor you will want to consider 
the person’s common sense, his 
impartiality, and his technical 
and financial skills. You will 
want to consider the person’s 
probable life duration. You want 
someone who will survive you, 
and this is one place where 
banks and other institutions 
have an advantage over an in- 
dividual because they provide 
continuity. 


Make List of All 
Real & Personal 
Property 


The third step you want to 
take in preparing to draw your 
will is to prepare the informa- 
tion needed in drawing up the 
will and deciding who will get 
its benefits. To do this, you will 
need a list of all your real and 
personal property. If you wish to 
leave specific items to in- 
dividuals, you will need to clear- 
ly identify the property and in- 
dividuals. For instance, if you 
have always intended that your 
eldest daughter receive grand- 
mother’s bureau which came 
over with the family from Eu- 
rope, you will want to specify 
that in your will. Then you will 
need a description of how your 
property is owned, either in- 
dividually or jointly. You will 
want to include an explanation 
of what transfer provisions 
already exist and any lifetime 
gifts you have made or are in the 
process of making. You will 
need details of your financial 
situation, particularly any in- 
debtedness against your proper- 
ty. (This is very importantif you 
have potential federal estate 
and gift tax problems.) You will 
need a list of your family in- 
cluding names, ages, and ad- 
dresses of your husband or wife 
and children. You will also need 
a list of your beneficiaries, in- 
cluding your spouse and 
children as well as others. You 
will need to include addresses of 
beneficiaries and complete 
descriptions of what you want 
each to have. If any of your 
beneficiaries are minors or un- 
der legal disability, you will 
need the name and address of 
any guardian, you have 
selected. You should also in- 
clude an alternate guardian 
because if the named guardian 
can’t or won’t serve, then the 
court must appoint a substitute. 
You also need the name and ad- 
dress of the person or institution 
you have selected to be your ex- 
ecutor as well as an alternate. 

The fourth important step is 
to obtain professional counsel to 
insure that your will be legal. 
The will is too important to the 
well being of your family and 
your property to do otherwise. 


Store Will in safe, 
Accessible Place 


ALUMNEWS: Once the will is 
prepared by your lawyer, where 
should it be kept? 

DR. HOLMES: You should 
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store the will in a safe but 
accessible place. The accessibili- 
ty is important. You may want 
to keep the original in your safe 
or in a safety deposit box or 
leave it with your banker, 
lawyer, or executor, and keep a 
copy at home. Wherever you 
leave it, be sure to inform your 
family or executor of the loca- 
tion. You may want to check 
your state’s laws before you 
leave your will in a safety 
deposit box because some states 
seal such boxes at death until 
they are opened by the court. 
However, in Alabama this has 
not been a major problem in the 
settlement of estates. 

ALUMNEWS: How about 
changing your will—if you want 
or need to make changes in your 
will after it is drawn up, can 
you? 

DR. HOLMES: Certainly. 
Many people think that once the 
will is drawn up the jobis finish- 
ed, but that can be the worst 
possible attitude—a will is a liv- 
ing document and should reflect 
any changes in the family and 
in the philosophy or value 
system of the person drawing it 
up as well as in the economic 
condition of the estate. 


Make Changes With 
Lawyer’s Advice 


ALUMNEWS: Should a per- 
son just write on the will or mark 
out portions he wishes to 
change. 

DR. HOLMES: No! Absolute- 
ly not. If you want to insure that 
your will remains valid you 
should make any changes with 
the help of your lawyer to make 
“igh, the will complies with the 

aw. 

ALUMNEWS: When should a 
person update his will? 


Keep Will 
up-to- Date 


DR. HOLMES: Reasons you 
might need to update your will 
would be a change in 
beneficiaries—because of 
deaths, marriages, divorce, or 
births of an additional child; 
change in property—you bought 
additional property which 
needs to be covered by the will; 
change in state inheritance 
laws; you sell your home and 
buy another; an executor refuses 
to serve or moves away. 

If you need to change your 
will, you can change it in whole 
or in part. If there are only afew 
changes, acodicil may be drawn 
which supplements your will. If 
you wish to make many 
changes, however, it is ad- 
visable to draw a new will which 
cancels the old one.

There may never have been a better time and better place 
to be a kid than Auburn in 1957. That year, the best thingim- 


the No.1 college football team in 
America. 


EDITOR’S NOTE: Owen 
Davis was nine years old in 1957 
when the Auburn football team 
was named Number 1 in the Na- 
tion. The recent 20 year reunion 
of that team spurred him to 
write this special reminiscence. 


College football. champions 
are not unusual; there is one 
every season. But there was 
something special about 
Auburn in 1957 that probably 
has not been shared by other 
towns in other times. 

Before 1957, most college 
champions were teams with 
national reputations— 
Oklahoma, Notre Dame, Ohio 
State, Army, and Michigan. 
Auburn was obscure in com- 
parison. Earlier champions 
typically were located near 


large cities where there were 


plenty of other concerns besides 
college football. 

For those of us who grew upin 
Auburn in the 1950s, the world 
revolved around college 
athletics, period. There were no 
distractions—no wars, no

_aginable happened: Auburn went undefeated and was voted 


protests, no economic uncertain- 
ty. Television was relatively 
new and only a minorinfluence. 

It was still a big deal to go to 
Columbus, Ga., and ride the es- 
calator at Kirven’s. 

Auburn excelled in most 
sports, led by memorable 
coaches—Shug Jordan in foot- 
ball, Joel Eaves in basketball, 
Wilbur Hutsell in track, Dick 
McGowen in baseball, Swede 
Umbach in wrestling. 

They were, and are, admirable 
men, and they produced ad- 
mirable teams. 

But above all, the one thing 
that mattered most was Auburn 
football, the game our fathers 
passed on to us before we could 
read. 

We went to practices at Drake 
Field, pep rallies, the Wreck 
Tech parade, and every game 
within a reasonable automobile 
or train trip. Ithink I went to my 
first Georgia Tech game in 
Atlanta in 1953 when I was five 
years old. In 1957, I saw seven 
games (missing trips to Knox- 
ville, Houston, and 
Tallahassee). 

Other kids were more in- 
volved than I was, guys like Pee 
Wee Jordan (the coach’s son), 
Mike Shannon, Buzzy 


Bradberry, Sonny Harwell, and 
Frank Jenkins. I envied Frank 
Jenkins, the team mascot who 
went everywhere the team did. 

Here we were, stuck away ina 
small town in eastern Alabama, 
hundreds of miles from the big 
cities, and in 1957, we had the 
best college football team in the 
country. 


See Heroes Down at 
Drugstore After 
Practice 


Our heroes were right down 
there on College Street at a drug 
store soda fountain after a hot 
practice: Red Phillips, Zeke 
Smith, Tommy Lorino, Jackie 
Burkett, Lloyd Nix, and all the 
rest. We felt part of them. They 
were part of us. 

At that time, I thought kids 
like me were just as much a part 
of Auburn football as the left 
tackle. When the football team 
got crewcuts and flattops, so did 
we. I still think the small town 
intimacy of Auburn bred a spirit 
that remains unique. 

In 1957, I figured everybody 
knew about Auburn. In my 
mind, there was Auburn and its 
football—and then there was 
the rest of the world somewhere 
out there watching us. It came 
as a shock years later when I 
discovered there were people 
who had never heard of the 
place. 

By itself, 1957 was a unique 
season. The Plainsmen may 
have had better talent in other 


years (1954, for instance), but 
1957 was the only season we had 
proof we were the best in the 
land. 


The distinctive trait of the ’57 
team was defense. Auburn gave 
up only 28 points all year, none 
on the ground. Can youimagine 
shutting out Tennessee, Ken- 
tucky, Georgia Tech, Florida, 
Georgia, and Alabama in one 
season? 

Auburn did that in 1957. 
When opponents moved the ball 
inside Auburn’s 10-yard line, it 
was little cause for concern. We 
expected the Tigers to stop 
them. They almost always did. 
It was nothing unusual for Ken- 
tucky, say, to have first-and- 
goal at the Auburn five, and 
wind up at the seven yard line 
on fourth down. 

Hal Herring, the defensive 
coach, was considered an ab- 
solute genius. I can remember 
one amazed alumnus talking 
about Herring on the train ride 
back from Atlanta after Auburn 
beat Tech 3-0. The alumnus 
marveled: “That Herring can 
remember what his ends, 
Philips and Wilson, did on every 
play! He doesn’t even watch the 
bar: ° | 

And what a defensive line 
Auburn had: Red Phillips and 
Jerry Wilson at ends, Ben 
Preston, James Warren, and 
Cleve Wester at tackles, Tim 
Baker and Zeke Smith at 
guards, Jackie Burkett and Bil- 
ly Atkins (a fullback on offense)

at linebackers. Two of Auburn’s 
best offensive backs, Lloyd Nix 
and Tommy Lorino, were also 
outstanding defensive backs. 


Auburn led the nation in total 
defense, rushing defense and 
scoring defense that year. 
Defense was a trademark of 
Shug Jordan’s best teams, and 
to this day, I don’t think much of 
ateam that can’t play real tough 
defense. Jordan’s influence will 
live on for a long time. 


Those same defensive players - 
in 1957 also played offense, 
since those were the two-platoon 
days. Even though Auburn lack- 
ed a powerful attack (averaging 
20.7 points a game), an offensive 
star became my favorite hero: 
Tommy Lorino. 

Lorino, a 165-pound half-back 
from Bessemer, had the best 
moves I’ve ever seen on a foot- 
ball field. His quickness and cut- 
ting ability were exceptional. I 
would do anything then just to 
get near him, to look at him, to 
imagine myself running 
through defensers at Cliff Hare 
Stadium as he did. 

The summer after the 57 
season, Joel McDavid and Iran 
a Classified ad in The Bulletin 
for a football school we were 
operating in our backyards. The 
ad read: “Learn Tommy Lorino 
tricks.” At a nickel an hour, we 
had a steady clientele for 
several weeks. 

Along with Lorino in the 
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Auburn in Fall ’57 


backfield were Nix, Atkins, and 
Bobby Hoppe, who was as fast 
as Lorino was quick. Atkins was 
a tough insiderunner. My father 
yelled during a run in the 
Florida game: “That Atkins 
runs like a wild bull!” 

Nix, a converted right half. 
back, didn’t throw much, but he 
was an effective runner and 
passer. To me, the most distinc- 
tive thing about Nix was his 
hometown: Kansas, Ala. 

When Nix threw, he mainly 
went to Phillips, the best two- 
way end Auburn ever had. 
Phillips was married to a strik- 
ing majorette, whom I had a 
crush on. 

The ’57 season started with 
Tennessee at Knoxville, and I 
didn’t go. Jack Marshall and I 
listened to the game on the radio 
at his parents’ boarding house 
on West Magnolia Avenue. It 
was a gray, drizzly day in 
Auburn and raining at Knox- 
ville. We won 7-0 and that 
produced a peprally at Toomer’s 
Corner. 

Cheerleaders who didn’t 
make the trip led cheers in 
Auburn as thousands crowded 
around a wooden ticket booth 
that used tosit by the main gate. 
Jack and I climbed up on the 
booth and led a couple of cheers 
ourselves. 


‘Heck, It Was 
Our Team, Too’ 


Heck, it was our team, too. 
Auburn kids were like that. 

Next came a 40-7 rout of Chat- 
tanooga and then a controver- 
sial 6-0 win over Kentucky here. 
First, Kentucky All-American 
Lou Michaels tried to take 
Lorino’s head off on a run down 
the right sideline. That cost the 
Wildcats a 15-yard penalty for 
unnecessary roughness. 

Gene Lorendo says Michaels 
was mad about that penalty 
years later. After the penalty, 
Atkins scored on a play that 
Kentucky coach Blanton Collier 
said was illegal. Collier claimed 
Phillips pulled Atkins over the 
goal. It still counted. 

Georgia Tech, Auburn’s No. 1 
rival at the time, was next. The 
Yellow Jackets were the premier 
team in the south in the early 
1950s and Auburn had beaten 
them only once since 1940. It 
didn’t help that Auburn had to 
play at Atlanta every year. 
Auburn people vowed they got 
cheated by Grant Field officials. 

Adding to the emotion was the 
Wreck Tech parade on Wednes- 
day, winding up with a peprally 
at the stadium. Jordan would 
always call over two players 
from adjacent Drake Field to 
appear at the rally (Phillips was 
one of them in ’57). Shivers ran 
up my spine as Jordan ended the 
pep rally vowing: “We're going 
up to Atlanta Saturday to beat 
the hell outa Georgia Tech!’ 


Riding Train to 
Tech Game What 
Living All About 

in 1950s 


The best way to go to the Tech 
game then was on the chartered 
train Saturday morning. The 
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team rode in the rear cars. 
Riding the train to a Tech game 
was what living was all aboutin 
the 1950s. Hundreds of fans 
gathered to hoot and holler and 
tell stories in the best Auburn 
tradition. 

The minute we hit the Atlanta 
depot, shouts of “War Eagle” 
boomed through that concrete 
palace. My family always went 
to the Georgian Terrace Hotel 
for our pre-game meal and then 
walked to Grant Field. 


Atkins Kicked Only 
Field Goal of 
His Career to Wreck 
Tech, 3-0 


In 1957, Atkins kicked the 
only field goal of his career and 
Auburn wrecked Tech 3-0. 

Returning from the game on 
the train, players meandered 
through the cars, talking to 
friends and alumni. I waited 
anxiously to speak to every 
player who passed by. On the ’57 
train, I even shook hands with 


Zeke Smith, the sophomore 


guard from Uniontown! 


A 48-7 win over Houston 
followed the Tech game, then a 
13-0 win over Florida. Next 
came a tough 15-7 victory over 
Mississippi State in which a 
safety caused by reserve end 
John Whatley was a key play. 


Auburn beat Georgia 6-0 at 
Columbus the following week, 
but some Georgia followers 
claimed a moral victory. One 
Bulldog fan drove from the 
stadium holding out a peanut 
from his car window yelling, 
“Anybody want a peanut for the 
Tigers?” I didn’t understand the 
put-down. His team had just 
lost. 


Florida State was a 29-7 vic- 
tim at Tallahassee before the 
season ended with Alabama. 
Auburn won 40-0, the soundest 
whipping the Tigers have ever 
given the Crimson Tide. The 
day was cold and windy, and 
Auburn won the coin toss and 
took the wind. 


Beat Alabama 
40-0 


Alabama fumbled on its third 
play from scrimmage and the 
rout was on. Lorino ran 25 yards 
around right end for a 
touchdown on Auburn’s first 
play and later returned an in- 
tercepted pass 79 yards for a TD. 

Burkett ran an interception 
back 66 yards for another score, 
and Jordan claimed later he 
yelled at his players not to block 
for Burkett. Burkett was 6-4, 215 
pounds, but Jordan knew he 
could probably outrun anybody 
on the field. He may have been 
Auburn’s fastest lineman ever. 

The Monday after the 
Alabama game, results of the 
Associated Press poll came out 
and Auburn easily was voted 
No. 1 in the nation. All hell 
broke loose. Students started a 
spontaneous pep rally at Ross 
Square and the cheering con- 
tinued on into the night. 

We went to a pep rally at the 
Student Activities Building that 


night and the place exploded. It 
was the first time I ever yelled, 
“We're No. 1!” It’s a trite cheer 
now. That night, it meant 
something. 


That Night Chant 
‘We’re No. 1’ 
Meant Something 


The cheering spread down- 
town to Toomer’s Corner, then 
out to Jordan’s house two 
different times. Students 
wanted a holiday. They painted 
buses, rocked cars and screamed 
themselves hoarse. My father 
did one of the quickest tur- 
narounds of his life when 
several hundred students ap- 
proached our car on South 
College Street near the 
president’s mansion. I thought 
they might turn us over. 

The Associated Press trophy 
presentation was held the 
following Tuesday at the 
stadium and there also was a 
parade. School was let out so we 
could attend. Several of us kids 
sat on the front row in our Rat 
Caps, right in front of the 
speaker’s stand. 

All the players were there, 
dressed in suits, and about 10,- 
000 fans came to watch. Jordan 
sat down in a chair before the 
ceremony started and I yelled at 
him. He waved back. 

I could have died right there 
and been happy.

More than 
Report 
From Football 
coach 


At one time to say “Auburn 
club” was to mean Auburn men 
getting together once a year for 
a report from the football coach 
on the season’s prospects. No 
more. Things have been chang- 
ing with Auburn clubs for the 
past few years. To be sure, 
bastions of football fever still ex- 
ist and certainly Auburn fans— 
male or female— can match 
rabidity with any group 
anywhere, but stag football 
sessions are giving way to 
meetings concerned with the en- 
tire Auburn program.

Sharing the respon- 
sibility for the Alumni 
Association’s club program 
with him are Julian Holmes and 
Jerry Smith. 


Not Limited 
To Alumni 


In talking about Auburn 
clubs, the people in the alumni 
office who work with them, find 
it almost easier to talk about 
what clubs are not than what 
they are, since individual clubs 
vary so much. Julian Holmes 
stresses that the Auburn club 
“is not a quarterback club.” 
Tommy Lambert echoes that 
statement and adds that 
“Auburn clubs are not just for 
alumni—we solicit the support 
of all Auburn people.” 

Almost as many different 
kinds of Auburn clubs exist as 
there are Auburn clubs, accor- 
ding to Tommy.

Most of the 80 formal Auburn 
clubs are located in Alabama 
and the Southeast, with some as 
far away as the two in Califor- 
nia. Informal clubs exist as far 
away as Korea. The difference 
between a formal and informal 
club is based on the number of 
people involved and hence the 
degree of aid which the Alumni 
Office can offer the individual 
club. The Alumni Association 
encourages formal clubs only in 
areas where a minimum of 150 
alumni live within a 50-mile 
radius. 

Auburn has one of the 
strongest club programs of any 
university, and if there’s an 
Auburn club in your area, check 
them out.

A young team that 
Coach Barfield suggested might 
end up nicknamed “The Kiddie 
Corps,” the Tigers played a 
rugged, consistent game punc- 
tuated by splendid kicking. 

Linebacker Freddie Smith ig- 
nited the Tigers when he block- 
ed a punt late in the first quarter 
15 yards from the Wildcats’ 
goal. Three plays later, running 
back Joe Cribbs had scored from 
the eight—the only War Eagle 
touchdown in the game—and 
sophomore Jorge Portela had 
kicked the PAT, his first varsity 
extra point. 

In the second quarter, 
Arizona’s Jim Krohn threw a 13- 
yard scoring strike to Harry 
Holt with 10:59 left in the half, 
and Lee Pistor kicked to tie the 
score 7-7. On their next posses- 
sion, Auburn had another bid 
cut short when pass interference 
was called against Tiger tight 
end Dick Haley. The result was 
a 15-yard penalty, along with 
loss of down. 

Auburn got an excellent field 
position moments later on a 
short punt by Engle, but 
Portela’s 39-yard field goal 
attempt hit to the right of the 
goal post. A 28-yard pass from 
Crane to Franklin made way for 
Portela’s next boot, a 36-yarder 
with 30 seconds left in the half. 

Auburn’s second half proved 
to be a rough match, with 
Arizona taking the kickoff and 
marching 46 yards to the 
Auburn 21, where Pistor kicked 
a 37-yard field goal to even the 
score 10-10. Tiger toe Portela 
took over again after a mistake- 
ridden third quarter to score 
three field goals in the fourth. 
His four three-pointers—36, 37, 
47, and 30 yards—tied an AU 
record set by Neil O’Donoghue 
last year and John (Rat) Riley in 
1968. 

Montgomery’s Tommy Hicks 
was a dominent figure in the 
fourth quarter, tackling Wildcat 
quarterback Krohn in the end 
zone for a safety. Auburn 
defenders battled the Wildcats 
to a stall all afternoon, allowing 
only two scoring drives. Arizona 
managed a low 77 yards total 
offense in the second half anda 
177-yard total for the game. 

All-American candidate Fred- 
die Smith, later named defen- 
sive player of the week, made 13 
solo tackles, 3 assists, and 3 
behind the line of scrimmage. 
Offensive player of the week Joe 
Cribbs led Tiger rushing with 
121 yards on 17 carries. He also 
scored Auburn’s only 
touchdown. John Crane com- 
pleted 4 of 12 passes for 69 yards 
and ran 7 times for 10 yards. 
Superb punting by Skip 


Johnston resulted in an average 
of 42.2 yards on six boots. Foster 
Christy produced 33 yards on 9 
carries and flanker Jerry 
Beasley 37 yards on 5 carries. 
James Brooks electrified the 
crowd with 89 yards on3 kickoff 
returns and two punt run-backs 
for 15 yards. 

According to AU safety Rick 
Freeman, the 57 team had 
something to do with the 77 vic- 
tory. “If they could do it in 57, 
we knew we could do it in ’77,” 
Freeman said. Before the game 
the 57 national champion Tiger 
team had met briefly with the 
"77 team to wish them well. 


ONE LOST TO SOUTHERN 
MISS.: Said Coach Doug Bar- 
field when it was all over, ““We 
just got beat.” Yet despite the 24- 
13 upset loss, Coach Barfield 
had not given up on his Tigers. 
“What we’ve got to work on is 
not letting our young team lose 
heart and confidence,” Coach 
Barfield said. But the weekend 
of September 17 was a letdown, 
for the fans as wellas the team. 

The fans, if not the coaches, 
had expected an easy victory 
over Southern Miss., or a victory 
at the very least. But the Tigers 
were ambushed—as much by 
their own mistakes as 
anything—and the Eagles took 
advantage of every Auburn 
error. During the course of the 
game, the Tigers lost four 


-fumbles and had two intercep- 


tions, paving the way tothe first 
Golden Eagle victory over 
Auburn since a 3-0 win in 1965. 
Auburn’s number one gainer 
John Crane got 61 yards in 15 ef- 
forts; Joe Cribbs got 55 yards in 
14 tries. Rusty Byrd caught 
three for 33, Brooks two for fifty, 
and Bryon Franklin two for 22. 
Freddie Smith came through 
with 13 solos and 12 assists, cor- 
nerback James McKinney and 
Mike McQuaig with 10 each, 
noseguard Donnie Givens with 
11, Mike Hubbard nine, and 
Anthony Jones eight. 

“lm embarrassed for the 
team and myself,” said Coach 
Barfield, “not just because of the 
loss but for not getting the team 
ready to play.” But it may be 
that one Auburn coach, P.W. 
(Bear) Underwood, is somewhat 
responsible for the Golden 
Eagle victory over Auburn. 
Says Coach Dal Shealy, “Bear 
Underwood recruited half that 
team.’’ Maybe the SMU recruits 
were trying to showtheir former 
mentor just how right he was to 
choose them. 


AU TAKES TENNESSEE: 
September 24 was the brightest 
Saturday thus far in the season 
for the Auburn fans who 
travelled to Knoxville to see a 
stunned Tennessee fall 14-12 to 
the Orange and Blue. As a result 
of that win, Auburn stood 1-0 in 
the SEC, 2-0 over Tennessee, 
and 2-1 for the season. 
Tennessee fans, 80,000 strong, 
packed Nayland Stadium only 
to see Auburn come from behind, 
a 12-0 Vol lead early in the se- 
cond quarter, score, score again, 
and then fight the Tennessee 
offense until time ran out. 

In the first quarter of the 
game, things didn’t look so good 
for the visiting team. The Tigers 
were fourth and 16 on their 17, a 
punting situation for Skip 
Johnston. But Tom Nettleman, 
Auburn’s snapping specialist, 


shafted the ball about five yards 
above Skip’s head and out of the 
end zone, to a safety and two 


points for the Vols. Portela kick- 
ed off from the 20-yard line, only 
to see Tennessean Jerome 
Morgan take the ball at his 19 
and move it out to the Auburn 48 
to give Tennessee a solid field 
position. 


In eight more plays, Kelsey 
Finch had scored a TD and Jim 
Gaylor had booted the extra 
point. The Vols led 9-0 with 54 
seconds remaining in the 
quarter. On the first play of the 
second quarter, Johnston went 


-back to punt, dropped the ball 


and had to fall onit. Fortunately 
for the Tigers, the Vols copped 
two freak five-yard penalties 
from which they never fully 
recovered. 

Quarterback Streater made it 
to the Auburn one only to lose 
five yards when officials claim- 
ed that teammates had carried 
him from the three-yard line. 
But if the TD drive was stymied, 
Gaylor wasn’t; he booted a 24- 
yard field goal, leaving Auburn 
behind 12-0. With 13:04 left in 
the half, Auburn began to roll. 
With Crane calling the shots, 
the Tigers took the kick at their 
22 and ploughed 78 yards for a 
touchdown. The big play came 
when Crane fired a 24-yarder to 
freshman Bryon Franklin at the 
goal line. Portela made the extra 
point and Auburn was back in 
the ball game at 12-7 and 6:57 
left in the quarter. Penalty- 
plagued Tennessee saw a 
roughing-the-kicker charge 
against them give Auburn a 
first down at its 40 with 43 
seconds to go. Brooks put some 
life in the game when he sped 25 
yards to the Tennessee 16, but 
the half ended 12-7, Tennessee. 

Both Johnston and Brooks 
won plaudits early in the second 
half—Johnston with a 49-yard 
punt that put the Vols in the 
hole at the one-yard line, and 
Brooks with a 40-yard move to 
the Vols’ four. Auburn moved 
back to the 9 following a five- 
yard penalty, but Crane gained 
five and Andrews scored the se- 
cond Tiger TD of the game. 
Portela added the final point, 
then the defense took over for a 
couple of long-to-be-remembered 
gems, including an over-the- 
middle Vol aerial captured by 
sophomore James McKinney 
and a sensational stop by Tiger 
Anthony Jones, who fell on a 
bobbled snap at the one-yard 
line to put a lid on the Vols push. 

The final quarter may well 
have been the toughest for both 
teams, with Auburn desperate 
to maintain its two-point lead 
and Tennessee equally 
desperate to score. The Vols 
started three fourth-quarter 
drives, but all failed—two en- 
ding in punts and the last in an 
unsuccessful field goal by 
Gaylor. Tiger drives started at 
their 2, 12, and 9-yard lines but 
exchanges went well and 
Johnston booted the ball out of 
trouble. AU’s final punt had 
Tennessee starting on its 42 
with 2:26 to go—plenty of time to 
score. |

meagre four yards and were 
fourth-and-six at the Tiger 43. 
With 1:00 to go, Streater hit Billy 
Arbo with an 11-yard pass for a 
first down atthe AU 32. Streater 
tried to pass, but Freddie Smith 
held him to no gain. With the 
clock running, Streater faded to 
throw again on second down but 
he ran again, this time gaining 
14 yards to the Tiger 18. There 
were 24 seconds to go when 
Gaylor came in to attempt a 37- 
yard field goal. Auburn, 
Tennessee, and the 80,000 
watched the ball wobble off. a 
bad snap. Auburn won, 14-12. 

“It was a game of emotion,” 
Coach Barfield said after the 
heart-stopper with Tennessee. 
“Better we won it than them.” It 
was also a game of freshmen, 
with at least two success stories 
worth repeating. One was that 
of James Brooks, who rushed for 
112 yards against the Vols in 
only 12 rushes. His 40-yard push 
in the third quarter set up the 
Tigers’ victory score. Wide 
receiver Bryon Franklin caught 
just one pass the entire game, 
but that was the 25-yard Crane 
throw that settled in for the first 
Auburn score. Sophomore 
James McKinney stopped a 
Tennessee drive with an in- 
terception, and junior John 
Smith recovered a fumble in the 
fourth quarter and probably 
broke the Vols’ spirit when he 
did it. 

Overall, it was one of the most 
exciting games that AU fans 
have seen in a while, and it was 
equally exciting for onlooker 
and head coach Barfield. “I 
started not to look when they 
were trying the field goal there 
at the end,” he said. “But then I 
started to go ahead and look 
with the thought that they were 
going to miss it. We had given 
them 12 points in the kicking 
game, and it was poetic justice.” 
Meanwhile, back at Toomer’s 
corner in Auburn, streams of 
white tissue shimmied from 
poles and wires to the street 
below, like a theatre curtain 
drawn after the last act of an up- 
beat, successful performance.
